Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 11th instant satisfactorily explaining the delay in 
furnishing the statement requested by my letter of the 18th ultimo. From the letter of the Melter 
and Refiner I judge that he is preparing data not called for by my letter referred to, which 
required the total gross ounces of gold and silver sent to the refinery and the number of standard 
ounces and value returned there-from. The Melter & Refiner of the Mint at San Francisco 
furnished a similar statement the day after it was called for, and the books of your Mint should 
should show the total amounts without collecting the information. 


This statement is required for immediate use in the preparation of a table similar to the 
one published in my last Annual Report, showing the operations of the Mints. 


If the Melter & Refiner’s clerical force is not sufficient to transact the daily business of 
the Office and promptly furnish information required by this Office you are authorized to 
increase it upon his recommendation to that effect and nomination of a suitable & competent 
person.
